A TRIBUTE TO RICHARD PICKER 


Numismatics has lost a true professional in the death of 
Richard Picker. His numismatic life was a combination of being practical 
in making an economic success of dealing in early American coinage and 
paper money and of being effective in the promotion of numismatic knowledge 
and numismatic pleasure. Due to his principles and standards, he was 
deeply respected by those with whom he came in contact. 


In research, Richard Picker was a reliable and forceful resource. He 
was able to remember the details of every piece he saw or heard about. He 
nurtured the development of his customers as collectors rather than investors. 
This was logical in view of the fact that his chosen field was one in 
which uniformity of pieces did not generally occur and, thus, invested- 
minded buyers^require^more experience. His customers nevertheless ended 
up with fine investments, in addition to their collecting enjoyment. 

He was proud of having developed a reputation which resulted in 
his being continually consulted as to early American numismatic items by 
other dealers, by institutions and by collectors. Whether it was provenance 
characteristics, die varieties, authentication, value or historical back¬ 
ground, he readily shared his knowledge. When he was convinced that he was 
correct, his position was firm. If he had not reached a conclusion, he 
would explain that fact and could not be influenced to give an opinion if 
he was not certain. On difficult problems, he would seek the opinion of 
others and then evaluate those positions for himself.

You were nice enough to reply on January 24, 1990 to my inquiry about 

the source of the information you published on the promised loan of 
silver from France to strike the Continental Currency coinage. You 
quoted Walter Breen's Encyclopedia. Since he quotes me several times 
on that same page, I would not wish to indicate that there is a differ¬ 
ence of opinion on assumptions. What Walter has done is to extrapolate 
facts into events that could have occurred. As you say, this makes 
matters open to more than one interpretation. 

The important matter is that you gave me your source and I now understand 
how you arrived at conclusions that have scanty, if any, evidence to 
support them. 

If you read Breen's comment in the paragraph in his book beginning with 
the words "The traditional name," you will note that he indicates that 
some people feel that the dies were partially intended to be pence. 
If the same dies were both for dollars or for pence, that would be sub¬ 
ject to challenge. Certainly pence from these large dies are not going 
to be made out of silver and they are too big to be practical as copper 
pence.
